House Budget Committee 


Opens With Inflation Débate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Budget Committee’s first 
meeting opened today with an 
angry political exchange follow­ 
ing the chairman’s query on 
why 
the administration 
has 
devised “ no meaningful policy" 
to deal with inflation 


House 
Republican 
Leader 
John J, Rhodes objected when 
Chairman A1 Ullman, D-()re., 
accused the administration of 
“ old. trite, outmoded economic 
concepts 
that 
have 
clearly 
failed us” 


Speaking to Treasury Secre­ 
tary W illiam E. Simon, the 
committee’s first witness, Ull­ 
man asked: 
“ Mr. Secretary, 
tell us why we are spinning 
helplessly in this whirlpool of 
inflation, with no meaningful 
national policy for survival." 


Rhodes, visibly angry, inter­ 
rupted Ullman 
“ I thought I 
was in the budget committee 
til 
I 
heard 
the chairman's 
pol i tica 11 y i nspi red st a tern en t, ’" 
he said. “ If this committee is to 
be dominated by politics, it 
won’t do its job. I ’ll promise 
you that." 


Ullman said he was sorry 
that Rhodes had interpreted his 
sta t e me n t a s. pol i tic a 11 y mot i va - 
ted He said both Democratic 
and Republican administrations 
had contributed to inflation 


The committee, which will go 
into full operation next year, 
was established to give Con­ 
gress greater control over the 
federal budget and to stream­ 
line the budget-making process 


Simon told 
that inflation 
the committee 
is becoming so 


deeply imbedded in the Ameri­ 
can economy that “ squeezing it 
out of the system will be a 
long, tough process.” 


“ Let me emphasize that the 
fight against inflation will take 
years,” Simon said “ There are 
no shortcuts, 
no 
acceptable 
quick solutions. The balanced 
application of fiscal and mone 
tary restraint is tin* answer ” 


Ullman said the administra 
tion has permitted “ jet pro 
pel led inflation.”

Delavs Medicare Claims 


DRIVE CAREFULLY

bursement of their Medicare 
claims because they are sending 
in incomplete inform ation," 
said Ron Talley, manager of the 
Richmond social security office. 
Tel ley emphasized that if all the 
information is sent in correctly, 
reimbursement can be made in 
two or three weeks 


Talley said that all applicable 
items on the top half of the 
Medicare claim form must be 
completed. 


“ It is also very important that 
a complete itemized bill be sent 
in” Talley pointed out 
This 
should include the name of the 
patient and doctor, place, date 
and type of service, and the 
amount 
of charge for each 
service. The doctor can put this 
information on the bottom half 


of the Medicare claim form if he 
wishes but it is not necessary. 
An itemized bill attached to the 
claim form is sufficient. The 
Medicare claim number should 
be written on each bdl in case 
any should become unattached. 
It is not necessary that the bills 
be paid before thay are sent in.” 
Talley concluded, “ I think 
people will find that if they 
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follow those simple procedures, 
they will have few problems in 
getting 
their 
money 
back 
quickly. The only other major 
thing to remember is that the 
bills must always be sent to the 
Medicare insurance carrier in 
the State in which the medical 
service was rendered. 
Most 
railroad annuitants must send 
their bills to the Traveler’s 
Insurance Company. If people 
have difficulty in receiving 
reimbursement 
or 
need 
assistance in filing their claims, 
they 
should 
contact 
their 
nearest social security office.

Fruit Production, Headed By Apple Industry 
Important To 19th Century Hoosier Economy 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Although Johnny Appleseed 
(the bicentennial of his 'birth 
comes September 26) is credited 
with establishing many early 
apple orchards in Indiana, 
oth ers—both individuals and 
g ro u p s—a lso prom oted fru it 
growing in the state. 
As early as 1764, the Miami 
and Potawatomi Indians were 
known 
to 
have 
apples 
and 
peaches. And it, is of record that 
early settlers at trading posts 
near Fort Wayne, Lafayette, 
and Vincennes grew both large 
and small fruits, 
One of the earliest nurseries 
in southern Indiana was started 
near Salem 
in 
1812 by 
Dr 
Benjamin Albertson. Later, it 
was enlarged by his son, Oliver. 
And still later, O liver’s son-in- 
law, Cyrus M. Hobbs, became a 
partner 
and 
established 
a 
second 
nursery 
near 
Bridgeport. 
(This 
nursery 
eventually grew into the largest 
in the state with Hobbs' sons and 
grandsons carrying on the 
business.) 
By 1815 the Shakers at H ar­ 
mony had also developed an 
excellent nursery for that day 
and specialized in grafted fruit 
trees. Another sizeable nursery 
was in Henry county early in the 
1800's. 
Johnny Appleseed spent much 
of his last 15 years (1830-1845) 
establishing and tending nur­

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
With many new varieties of 
tom atoes a v ailab le to co n ­ 
su m ers 
today, 
H oosier 
hom em akers may wish to take 
an extra precaution if canning 
them this season. 
“Some tomato varieties are 
often lower in acidity than is 
best for canning purposes,’’ say 
Richard Dougherty, Extension 
h o rtic u ltu rist 
and 
M arcile 
Allen, E xtension 
food 
and 
nutrition sp e c ia list, both of 
Purdue University. 
“ This low acidity means that 
organism s which usually would 
be destro y ed during 
hom e 
canning 
will 
survive 
processing.” 


Wrhat should the hom em axer 
do to assure that home canned 
tom atoes and tom ato juice do 
not spoil? 


They suggest adding two 
tablespoons of lemon juice per 
quart or one tablespoon lemon 
juice plus two teaspoons salt per 
quart. 


To assure even distribution of 
in g red ien ts, 
add 
these 
ingredients to the canning jars 
before adding the tom atoes or 
juice. If the lemon juice is not 
evenly distributed, it won’t be 
effective in raising the acidity 
and 
destroying 
harm ful 
organism s during processing, 
they point out, 


This method of increasing 
acid ity , along with 
proper 
canning 
p ro ced u res 
and 
processing times, will better 
assure the homemaker of a 
product 
th at 
w on’t 
spoil, 
assuming the jars seal. It also 
prevents 
the 
growth 
of 
C lostridium 
botulinum 
and 
production 
of 
the 
deadly 
botulism poison. 
C m m ercially canned acid 
foods 
present 
no 
problem 
because processing procedures 
destroy v eg etativ e cells of 
bacteria and yeasts. 


Kill dandelion, plantain and 
other broadleaf weeds in your 
lawn with 2,4-D during Sep­ 
tem b er, 
suggest 
E xtension 
plant pathologists at Purdue 
University. Use either spray or 
g ra n u la r form of the non­ 
volatile amine or sodium salt 
formulations. Be careful to keep 
the chemical off other plants. 
(Grape, tomato and redbud are 
especia 11 y sensitive.)

GEOLOGY OF FOUNDATIONS 


On all major construction projects, geol­ 
ogists, engineers, and many other special­ 
ists investigate foundation materials be­ 
fore construction begins. This permits 
identification of geologic conditions that 
might lead to slumps or rockslides, to 
subsidence above cavernous areas or aban­ 
doned mines, or to the unwelcome dis­ 
covery that hard-to-excavate bedrock is 
closer to the surface than had been sup­ 
posed. It may also prevent the covering of 


valuable mineral resources. 
Initial geologic study at construction 
sites is important for highways, bridges, 
dams, power plants, and all large struc­ 
tures. A few days of a geologist’s time 
and a few drill holes may help save mil­ 
lions of dollars that might be lost through 
the failure of a highway, a dam, or any 
large construction project. The Indiana 
Geological Survey works throughout Indi­ 
ana to assist these projects.

It is well know n that in ancient 
times, long before the invention 
of the telescope, observatories 
were in use by many of the early 
civi 1 iza t ions of the old world. An 
obvious question, of course, is 
how those early astronomers 
observed without telescopes 
The answer is that they made 
observations of the position in 
the sky 
of 
the sun, 
moon, 
planets, and bright stars by- 
aiming along parts of the ob­ 
servatory, such as windows or 
large upright columns, towards 
the celestial object 
Perhaps the best known of 
these ancient observatories is 
Stonehenge n ear Salisbury, 
England 
Much of its current 
fam e 
results 
from 
recent 
popular books written about it 
The construction and use of 
Stonehenge have frequently 
been ascribed to the Druids, but 
it appears clear that Stonehenge 
was built long before the Druids, 
almost 4,000 years ago, by an 


unidentified 
people. 
The 
Stonehenge a stro n o m e rs a p ­ 
parently used the observatory to 
letermine the seasons of the 
year precisely and perhaps to 
predict eelipses of the sun... Most 
of their observations w ere 
probably 
for 
religious 
or 
ceremonial purposes. 
It is interesting that the new- 
world also has its ancient ob­ 
servatories. There are several 
well known examples in Central 
America, 
but 
recently 
sites 
have been suggested in the 
United States as well. 
One 
possible ancient observatory is 
the Casa Grande ruins near 
Phoenix, Ariz. 
This strange 
structure has several sighting 
windows in its top floor from 
which observations of the sun, 
moon, and possibly stars were 
made The age of Casa Grande 
is estimated to be a tout 600 
years 
Another fascinating site is the 
Medicine Wheel 
in Northern 
Wyoming. The Medicine Wheel 
consists of a series of cairns, or 
m ounds. 
of 
stones 
in ­ 
terconnected by a great wheel 
outlined by lines of stones along 
the ground. 
'The date of the 
Medicine Wheel is not certain, 
but it appears to have been 
constructed about 200 years ago 
by Plains Indian 
Alignments 
of the c a irn s suggest 
that 
sightings of selected bright 
stars may have been used to 
determine seasonal changes, in 
articular, the summer solstice.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
sailing schooner, which down to 
World 
War

carried

substantial part of the world's 
commerce, may stage a come­ 
back because of the high price 
of bunker oil. 
An Australian company has 
begun building a four master, 
the first big cargo schooner to 
be built anywhere for half a 
century. And in the current 
issue of Oceans magazine, a 
respected 
scientific 
journal, 
naval architect Hugh G. Law­ 
rence presents a design for a 
modern three-masted schooner 
220 feet long to carry 1,600 tons 
of cargo. 
Lawrence argues if schooners 
could capture only 5 to 10 per 
cent of the freight carried on 
the 
oceans and 
the 
Great 
Lakes, building and operating 
them 
would be 
a 
paying 
proposition in this day of high 
priced fuel. 
The schooner Lawrence envi­ 
sions is about twice as long and 
four times as big in tonnage as 
most of the coastal and lake 
schooners at 
the turn of this 
century, but she would 
be 
vastly smaller than some of the 
six and seven m asters then 
used in the lumber trade from

the Pacific northwest to the 
east coast and Europe. 
She would fly 16,000 square 
feet of dacron canvas in six 
sails, which would he hauled up 
and down by powered winches. 
Rarely would any of her crew 
have to go aloft -only in case of 
damage in the rigging. 


She would differ from tradi­ 
tional schooners also in that all 
her sails would be jib-headed or 
triangular instead of trapezoid 
in shape. That means there 
would he no heavy gaff spars to 
be raised aloft and lowered. 
Her six sails would include two 
large triangles set on booms 
abaft the main and mizzen 
masts, two jibs set on the 
bowsprit, a third jib set on deck 
ahead of the mainmast and a 
big triangular wishbone sail 
tracked to the upper half of the 
foremast. 


This is an extremely simple 
rig but Lawrence argues that 
such 
a 
ship would 
go 
to 
windward well and be very fast 
going down wind. Over all, she 
could be faster with a favorable 
wind than a steamship of the 
same size and cargo capacity. 
Naturally, she would have an 
auxiliary engine to move her in 
confined waters to and generate 
electric power for the winches 
and other necessary machinery. 


Many schemes for reviving 
working sail in recent years 
have 
concerned 
the 
square 
rigger, for example the Dyna- 
ship with revolving tower mast 
is designed by the German 
naval architect, Wilhelm Pro- 
elss. But Lawrence says the 
Dynaship is too complicated an 
idea. Other naval architects say 
it wouldn't be possible to build 
a Dynaship or any other square 
rigger big enough today to pay 
her way . 


The schooner doesn't have to 
be big to pay her way. 
Carrying 
either 
bulk 
or 
miscellaneous cargo on coastal 
routes or the shorter tran­ 
soceanic routes, a big schooner 
could be operated much more 
cheaply than a steam or motor
